One of my first im- 
pressions of the War Office 
waa that a heavy. strain 
waa being imposed upon the 
Chiefs of Staff by the 
Prime Minister's habits. 
He worked in bed in the 
morning, slept in the after- 
noon, kept the ‘Chiefs. of 
Staff up at night and went 
off to the country for long 
weekvends. ‘This system 
sulted him, {f nobody else; 
and it certainly enabled him 


to remain fresh. I soon dis-’ 


‘covered that he was 
interested inthe minutest 
details of everything awe 
did, and that he poured out 
floods of memoranda upon 
all ‘problems, great and 
amall, Much time had to be 
apent in answering them. 
His usual hour for meeting 
the Chiefs of Staff was 9.30 
pm, and he often kept 
them up until one or two in 
the morning. 

Further, ho had collected 
around him a number of men 
who gave him independent ad- 
vice, which we thought to be 
sometimes irresponsible — and 
often unsounds. and. thelr. ideas 
hud to be discussed and debat~ 
ed. Everybody realised an 
oppreclated Churchill's great 
qualities, But there were few 
who did not sometimes doubt 
whether | these were adequate 
compensation for his methods 
of handling the war machine,
